Man inherits seeds of evil from his progenitors, This is uni- 
vorsally conceded. The question whence came the ges? germs, 
though one of great interest theoretieally, it may be impossible 
to answer with absolute certainty with our. present khnowledge. 
My little boy eame ronning in the other morning trom the gar- 
den, where he had been witnessing Natures great mystery of 
ripening seeda du their bolls. He had observed that they were 
the same in kid as these planted months before in the spring 
tine, and his mind lad scie d upon a great problem, Said he, 
with almost breathless eurnestnesz, “Pather, where did they get 
the first seeds from, that were planted Y E. could only reply, 
“My son, many an older head than yours has asked that ques 
tion, but has reecived no answer. When 1 find out to my own 
satisfaction, Ll shall be most lappy to teil you." 

No ene eun dispute that seeds of evil have been sown from 
generation to generation, by hereditary transmission, and. that 
they are propagated by all wrong doces under the laws of influ 
ence by word, and act, and silent magnetism. But whether the 
first wrong-loer, the original sinner, was Adam, Eve, or Luci- 
fer, my present. kuowledge does not viinble ine to venture an 
opinion,  Seers. who can look. farther into the, Arcana of the 
Universe than myself—angels, in comparison with whom I may 
be more of a cluld than my boy i$ to tne—ihese may believe 
end afirm as they can. And so may dogmatists of every 
school. 

Is evil confined to this globe, or does it pertain equally to all 
earths? Or is it confined solely to this and a neighboring orb 
—a lost world" whose inhabitants have been led into revolt 
by the defection of a single angel at the first—as affirmed by 
one of our modern seers! Au interesting question, indeed, but, 
like the former one, which 1 bave no ability to answer, Neither 
is it of any present practical consequence. 

If a man has the plague, or the small-pox, our first business 
is to cure him if possible, and to put all others on their. guard 
against it. Then at our leisure we ean. inquire where first the 
utection originated, who was the first. victim, nnd over. what 
distriets it hag spread. lH ereditury and transmitted evil began 
sume where—that is eertiin—and, for aught 1. know, just as 
likely to be on Mr. Harris! ‘lost orb" as anywhere else. 

The a priori argument sometimes adduced on this point, is a 
very. plansible ene—and it once for a time came near bewilder- 
ing m own mind. It is this—that as God is perfect, infinitely 
good, and everywhere present in the universe, there is no possible 
place for evil to get in! This would be perfectly conclusive but 
for one thing, ecid isin? dt is thus in flat defianee of the facts, 
To come in conflict with = crushing a theory may be very. bad 
for the facts, 1 allow ; nevertheless, they are stubborn things,” 
and my own epinion is that the theory gets the greatest. share 
et the damege. Whatever 13, is ross ! 

l see not how it would be any easier for physical evil to get 
its "t iufernal hoot” into the universe under this theory, than for 
moral. Yet, ns n matter of fact, both are. here, and we must 
shape our theories and our acts accordingly. 

| find no greater logical difficulty in eoneeding that discase 
and consequent suffering have invaded a part of the universe, 
e God's body," than in believing that the same have invaded my 
own body, which is an epitome and image of that; ner that 
there ace fabes and evils (o. be shunned, on the alternative of 
fearfully painful cons quences in the realm of spirit, than that 
there are pitfalls and poins and dangers numberless to he 
shunned in the natural world. 

ft seems plain, then, that any theory of God, any system of 
theology, which does not leave man, in this worki or any other, 
au ability to choose what is wrong in-teud ef what is right, and 
thus to deba-e hinself and aid in debasing others, wants mend- 
ing. lt does not conform to facts. 

True, so mixed up and interwoven are natural evils, evil: of 
ignorance and evils of will, that it is often difficult to distinguish 
them, aud to pas righteous judgment upon a given nct. But 
todo this may be po part of our lezitiaate business "*Judie 
not, dest ye be judged," fou wie manna, that the world has 
hardly vet begun to reduce to proction, And it i: easy to so 
bx the mind on the former cla-ces et evils ss to shut out all eog- 
nizance of the Letter, Bat the mind that seeks the honest truth 
will become a- a little child, and take things as they are, how- 
ever humiliating, rather than us it would be most agreeable to 
have then, 

A state of things is clearly conceivable in which the epiritual 
would &o predominate in all persons from birth, that they would 
be dispo-cd to Hsteu to the votee of interior wisdom, rather than 
to Che impul-es of external desire; or would spontancon-ly de- 
sige nothing but what would be for the good of all and in ac- 
ci rl with absolute right. This would be a eondition of natural 
harmony or proper balancement, Some exanrples of this, or of 
souethiug nearly approximating to it, our world has had; and 
it is the testimony of sec, that in some other worlds they are

Hat sueh, unhappily, is not the state of things in our world, 


The remote and occult cause or causes we may be unable satis 
faetorily to explain, But the immediate and evident eause is an 
undue and often inborn strength of animal desire, with a weak- 
ness, paralysis or depravity of tlie w ill, in consequence of which 
human beings do not. always act up to their best know ledge— 


1 to the hight promptings of their better natures, . 


Ihave endeavored thus to mitke a careful and conscientions 
statement of the origin and nature of evil, avoiding the ex. 
tremes of 244 depravity on the one hand, and of totul ade. 
pravity on the other, l trust it comes somewhere near the 
“golden mean” of absolute truth. 

And does it net plainly cover the whole ground. of the prob- 
lem before us? To refer to several of the specifie evil: whieh 
have been so mueli discussed: : 

Why does it inan enslave his fellow-mun, deny him his natural 
rights, and despoil him of the fruits of his toil? Not. became, 
in the abstract, he does not Anow this is wrong. 1 never kaew 
a slaveholder to deny this, when the ease was calinly put to his 
better nature, Ask him to change places with his slave, to be- 
come himself the chattel of another, and he at once demus, He 
is not willing to. be dene hy, as he dees, 1t is simply berane 
his selfish nature loves to. dominate over others, and £o enjoy 
the ease, luxuries and seusunl gratifieations that may be thus 
procured. At least, take away this sensal and selfish element 
from the “peculiar institution,” and supply its place by tho love 
of justice and benefieenee, and there would be no evils left worth 
calling a Convention about, "he same applies with equal force 
to the northern employer, who grinds the face of his paid laborer, 
And why does not the outraged moral sense of the nation rouse 
itself in its might, and throw off the ineubus of slavery, and every 
other political and social wrong? Because the spiritual forces 
of the nation are overborae and paralyzed by the love of gain, 
of case, und of pleasure, Se/f—not Ldight—is King, and Com- 
merce is its Prime Minister. 

Again, why docs the man steal his neighbor's horse, as has 
heen instaneed, or why over-reach him ina bargain? Not be 
cause he does not snow this is all wrong, but because he expects 
to attain some present gratification by it. 

Why does the shrewd financier issue his fietitious. paper. eur- 
reney, or the speenlator gamble in the necessaries of life t Be 
eauso these are supposed to be easier ways of meeting (heir own 
wants aud gratifying their seltish desires than by hard produc- 
tive toil, 

Why do men and women enter so unwisely the marriage re- 
lation ? "Too often on the one side or the other, or both, in obe- 
dience to merely animal impulses, or other base. and unworthy 
motives, 

Why are so many malformed, diseased, unweleome, unloved 
and unlovely children introduced into existence” Mainly in 
consequence of the indulgence of unbridled passions, without a 
thought of use or good. "Po be ushered into life without a 
joyous welcome, even under the sanction of Church and State, 
is the worst form of illegitimacy. 

What is this Free Love” (most vile misnomer) which has 
doubtless been instrumental in mystifying and debauching a few 
earnest minds, but which Press, Pulpit and People have con- 
spired ful-ely and. foully to brand. upon. all progressive move- 
MInents— what is it in its objectionable seuse but blind spontane 
ous animal attraction given a loose rein—-in other words, lust 
unbridled, but deified by the all-holy name of Love? 

And lastly, why does the. mitciable inebriate still drink of 
that intovieating: cup whieh he knows poisons his every vein, 
and kindles the fires of hell in esch verve of hix body and sense 
of his soul? Simply beeause the spiritual energies of his inner 
bring have become dominated and repressed by the wild. and 
reckless appetites of the animal. body. 

The man or woman in whom the spontaneities of the lower 
natare are all subordinated to the intuitions and prompting. of 
the ligher—or what is better, so purified and regenerated: as to 
be no longer disorderly—-in other words, the traly srinuvat 
man or woman will hase uo participaney in any of these wrongs 
or evils, but will use all. possible. efforts. to overcome evil with 
good.

Ties question adopted for discusslon waa: ** What are the causes and 
conditions of Spirit Manifestations?” 

Mr, Pantimmar hoped that the epeakere would not confino thelr ar- 
guments exelislvely to tlie spiritual enuses of these manifestations, but 
that the mundane side, If possible, should be freely discussed. — A gen- 
teman proposed that Mr, Partridge should speak upo« the latter side 
of the question, and slow earthly cause for the phenomeun, Mr. Par 
trldge declined doing so, for the reason that ho could not consclentiously 
advocate that aide; and if he should underiuko to do ao, he might 
be misunderstood, and his mere argument be taken for hla helicf. 

Mr. Cores offered to do justleo to the curthly powers, which he thought 
lie contd do without compromising his consclence, and proposed fol- 
lowing Mr. Partridge, after that goutloman should have concluded his 
testimony in behalf of the Spirits, Mr, Pauriupor said : [thus often 
been stated. that the proper conditions for Inducing Splrit manifesta- 
tions were passivity, harmony, and a general observance of the rules 
of order; hut in my investigations 1 have witnessed many excelent 
and powerful manifestations, when none of these conditions have been 
observed when, in fact, the very reverso of harmony and pasivity 
buvo obtained, As fur aa my observations have extended, E bave no 


teed that the most valuable condition requisite to the production of 


tatiefactory demonstrations, lius been the need of the inquirer, When an 
honest Investigator was In a condition to positively ne a manifesta- 
tlon (o remove hin doubts or to rettle his convictions, he has generally 
obtained it in spite of conflicting elements, A man's needa will be 
m t, though hia wants may be unattended to. D believe the causes of the 
manifestations to be in the Spirit-world, when they can not be accounted 
for by any human laws. In all mental phenomena, although they may 
oppear (o be croduced by human mews alone, it strikes me that the 
real cauees Be in tho Spirit-world. I have seen experiments in pry- 
chology, in which the operator would for a time seein to have control 
of his subject, and to will him to do whatsoever he would; but sud- 
denly the subject would be snatehed from his grasp by some unrecn 
power, and uo amount of will- forc» or vocal bellowing would move his 
refractory subject to obey his command, Such facta prove to me that 
the Spirits stand behind all the efforts of the human operator, and only 
allow him to use the subject until they sco proper to assume control, 
In clairvoyance it scems more natural and philosophical that a Spirit 
should impress n view of distant scenes upon the subject’s mind, than 
that the mind of the subject ahould leave the body and tako a journey 
of a thousand miles, and know nothing of its travela on awaking from 
the trance. If à. clairvoyant sits by my ride in New York, and tells 
me what she rees in London, I can not believe that she is in both cities 
at the sume time, but rather that some familiar attendant Spirit, who 
har seen London, impresses her with the fact. 

Mr. Corka fald: la taking my atand on the earthly side of causes, I 
wish it understood that I epeak only of what I have witneezed. in my 
own experience, which extenda over five years of time, several thon- 
sand miles of space, and. manifestations through several bundred dif. 
ferent mediums. I have seen nearly all the phenomens that have 
spoken of in this Conference, from the tipping of tables up to the 
Spirit band. Tt is my present, deliberate conviction that all of there 
manifestationa that were of a purely physical character were produced 
by human means. Many of them I knor to have been thus produced, 
and the rest I know might have been thus. produced. During my first 
two years’ investigation, 1 firmly believed all the manifestations I wit- 
nested were spiritual, and slinply because I took certain things for 
grintel, hich were not proved.

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LIES AND ERRORS. 
WHAT Is THFIR NACRE? HOW 13 ERROR CAUSED ? 

A lie is a falsity or untruth, uttered with an intention to have 
it pass fir more or less than it really is. 

And what is an uotruth ?. Something or nothing. If noth- 
ing, then there is nothing to discuss or analyze. lt must be a 
something. It is, perhaps, an idea or mental seal whose impres- 
gion upon the mind does not correspond with its apparent origi- 
ginal. A truth being a true mental reflection of any event or 
object placed before the mirror of the soul, an untruth must. be 
simply ao incorrect or misinterpreted image of a real object. 

But bow is it possible for a true thing to cast an untrie re 
flection ? I answer, it cau not. So far as the character of a 
reflection is fixed by the thing reflected, it is always truthful or 
exact. [ts antruthfulness, therefore, must be caused by some 
malformation or wrong action of tbe receiving mind, or else by 
the intervention of incongruous objects or disturbing media. 
The sun, e. g., sends forth a truthfal image of himself on the 
wings of his light or rays ; bat it requires the concurrent action 
of them all to imnress his perfect image upon any cye or mind. 
Consequently to see the sun as he is, one must be able to in- 
sphere him—must be greater than the sun, and must be able to 
sense all his rays at once. He who overlooks this fact, and al- 
lowa himself to faney that he sees the san when he only receives 
an infinitesimal portion of his emanations, necessarily derives 
from bis fancy (not from the sun) a very false idea of the sun, 
its extent, and its superfices. What we call seeing the sun is but 
@ sensing of so mach of his radiance as may strike upon the 
Optic nerve at a distance of ninety-five millions of miles—the 
sun, or object reflected, being in reality one million times larger 
than the earth we stand on, while the idea we form of him is 
based on so much only of his emanations as can be caught on

just before his death, he promised this girl (to whom he had been 
considerably attached in consequence of her having afforded him 
the gratification of conversing with Spirit friends, and thereby 
obtaining new faith in spiritual life and spiritual existence) that, 
were it possible, he in his spiritual state would give her and the 
family an unmistakable demonstration ; and consequently it is 
supposed that this demonstration was by and through him. 

On the first day of Mareh last, this girl was in the kitchen 
doing the work, after supper, the family sitting in an adjoining 
room The girl came out of the kitehen, and. said she saw the 
face of a man passing before the window, by which she was at 
work, and that she would not stay there any longer alone. ‘The 
girl appeared to be a good deal frightened, Mrs. Pierce sent 
her little boy into the kitchen with the girl, While she was 
wiping her dish-pan, the door was torn from its place and fasten- 
ings, in the twinkling of an eye, tearing off strips of wood ten 
inches long, with the butts or hinges ; the door was moved about 
midway from its place to the girl, and there remained. standing 
in its proper upright position until the girl pushed it over against 
tho wall with her own hand. ‘There was no person nearer than 
three fect of the door at the time ; the door was strongly fas- 
tened, as evinced by the tearing off of strips of wood with the 
fastenings.
